Because of the existence of a trace of lead in the 
aerosol product dissolved into it from the can 
solder, people are saying that aerosol products are 
spraying lead in the room. To cope with this situ- 
ation, some safety maintenance measures have 
been taken after consultation with Government 
officials by laying down regulations regarding the 
use of 100% tin solder cans for personal products. 

Due to the recent economic recession, demand 
has receded. What is worse, there are some manu- 
facturers who have lost their enthusiasm for aero- 
sol products. Nevertheless, it can be said that the 
aerosol industry of Japan has just succeeded in pav- 
ing the way for expanding its market as the econ- 
omy recovers.
